The amended label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, is acceptable. This approval does not
affect any conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You continue to be
subject to existing conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected with them.

A stamped copy of your labeling is enclosed for your records. This labeling supersedes all
previously accepted labeling. You must submit one copy of the final printed labeling before you
release the product for shipment with the new labeling. In accordance with 40 CFR 152.130(c),
you may distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months
from the date of this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it
bears this new revised labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company's website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In
addition, regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product's label, claims made on
the website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration
process. Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website
contains false or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved
registration, the website will be referred to the EPA's Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

Only protected handlers may be in the area during
application. The area being treated must be vacated by unprotected persons. Use only in commercial and farm
plantings. Not for use in home plantings or any commercial crop that is turned into a “U-Pick,” “Pick Your Own” or
similar operation.

G.F.C. Brand Methomyl 5G Granules is recommended for use on corn for control of fall armyworm and corn
earworm.
How to Use

Corn Earworm and Fall Armyworm: Apply 1.5 to 3 pounds Methomyl 5G per acre to corn. Use standard granular
ground application equipment and apply as a banded application, directing granules to the whorl of the plant. Apply
when larvae are found in significant numbers in the whorl, from the 4t to 5t |eaf stage until tasseling (early growth).
Do not apply more than 5 applications per season or exceed a maximum season application rate of 1.5 Ibs. a.i./A (30
pounds of product per acre) on sweet corn. When used on sweet corn, observe the pre-harvest interval (the number
of days to wait between the last application and harvest) of 21 days.
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Note: Do not graze or feed treated plants to livestock within 3 days after last application.

Integrated Pest Management (IPM) Plan
Use this product should be used as part of an IPM program that can include biological, cultural and genetic practices
aimed at preventing economic pest damage. Base application of this product on IPM principles and practices
including field scouting or other detection methods, correct target pest identification, population monitoring and
treating when target pest populations reach locally determined action thresholds.
